Acvcording to the plung outlined to a
representative  of  The  Tribune, the
company propoges o extend its Seran-
ton yard Himitg south of the present
radiug, and take In the land occupled
by the machine shop®,  blackemith
shopy,  stores  department  bulldings,
pliddning wmill, carpenter ghap, pirttern
shap, moulding ¢hop and car painting
Bhllp.

Thisg will mean the clearance of all
the present bulldings located west of
Washington avenue, with the exception
al' the new round houge, now In course
ol completlon, and the rnew englne
palnting shop adjolning.
